School Board To 
Seek Three-Year 
Budget Projection 


By John P. Sawyer 


The school committee will seek a three- 
year budget projection, try not to underfund 
programs in relation to results expected, 
and should begin to tackle the 1983-84 bud- 
get process on Jan. 4. 

The committee may not be ready to ‘‘dive 
in” at that first meeting in January, 
according to Chairman Richard Neal, but 
will at least begin to ‘‘test the waters’’ for 
next year’s budget. 

Schoolmen Donald Robb and Robert 
Smith, who comprise the subcommittee on 
the budget process, suggested an approach 
to the upcoming proceedings — an approach 
other school committee members approved 
of. 

Next year, and as a trend for future years 
under Proposition 2%, the committee has a 
much better idea of what the bottom line 
budget figure will be, explained Robb. He 
said the administration should prepare: 

A THREE-YEAR budget projection 
based on the financial model and taking into 
consideration anticipated revenues and 
known costs; 

A FIVE-YEAR history on budget ac-

About Flags 


It’s not always easy for a town to 
show its patriotic colors: The Ameri- 
can flags Andover flies get stolen al- 
most as fast as they’re raised, and the 
selectmen would like to do something 
about it. 

Selectman Edward Harris submitted 
a memo this week noting his concern 
about the problem, and asked the town 
manager to look into it. One possible 
solution, proposed by Donn Byrne, 
might be flagpoles with built-in locking 


devices that make it impossible to take 
down a flag without a Key. 
The manager suggested that a less 


expensive option might be to make sure 
the flags are taken down by town em- 
ployees each night. The biggest prob- 
lem, Manager Kenneth Mahony said, 
would be the flag located on Central 
Street, across from South Church, 
which is the least supervised area. 
But at least the town isn’t spending 
as much to replace its flags as in the 
past, the manager added. Instead of 
buying new flags at full price — $40 — 
Andover is now buying slightly-used 
flags from the nation’s capital, at a 
mere $14 each. Senator Paul Tsongas, 
the manager said, ‘keeps us supplied.”’

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony has 
reclassified about 60 of Andover’s 
white collar workers — secretarial, 
clerical and management employees — 
by eliminating half of their former pay 
grades. 

The selectmen Monday night voted 
unanimously to accept the manager's 
reclassification, which will cost the 
town $9,600 to cover the pay increases 
some employees are to receive this 
year (about $600 per employee). Next 
year, the new classifications will be 
included in the budget. 

Mahony explained that he condensed 
the top 14 of 30 existing ciassifications 


into seven; he will tackle the bottom 
half next. Reclassification will make 
the responsibilities and salaries in each 
pay grade more uniform — and will 
leave room for annual merit increases. 
In the past, employees at the top step of 
a pay grade have had to be promoted to 
a new pay grade. to receive a merit 
increase. 

The manager explained that little has 
been done to keep job classifications up 
to date for a number of years. And 
Building Inspector Salvatore DeSalvo, 
representing the workers involved in 
the reclassification, agreed, calling it 
‘‘the most fantastic thing that’s hit the 
town in quite some time.”’

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The Ribbons Begin To Come After Hours Of Dedication 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


He is a dedicated gymnast. He is strong, 
flexible, graceful — and most of all, he is 
willing to work hard for his sport, spending 
hours of his free time every week working 
out. 

He’s also 11 years old. 

Jason Fox, dark-haired, rosy-cheeked and 
elfin-faced, is the son of James and Ruth 
Ann Fox of Walnut Avenue. He took up 
gymnastics two years ago, when his mother 
enrolled him in the Merrimack Valley 
Gymnastics Club of Lawrence. How did she 
know he was interested in gymnastics? 

‘‘T was doing flips all around the house,”’ 
he explains with a grin. 

“It’s something he chose. His dedication 
comes from within,” Ruth Ann Fox adds. 
“His first-grade teacher told me that he 
stood up in school one day and said he 
wanted to be a gymnast. I didn’t even know 
he knew the word.”’ 

His dedication won him three blue rib- 
bons (and three more ribbons) during his 
first competition last month. Jason earned 
the second-highest score at a Nov. 21 meet 
at the Massachusetts Gymnastics Center in 
Waltham, where more than 100 young gym- 
nasts from all over the state gathered to 
compete. ‘I missed first by two-tenths of a 
point,” he says. 

While his parents watched, Jason took 
first place in his division on rings, floor 
exegcises and high bar; second place on 
parallel bars, and fourth place on the vault. 
“‘T was fairly nervous,’’ he admits, but after 
he won, “I was happy. And surprised.”’ 

Jason, a fifth-grade student at St. Augus- 
tine’s School, spends three or four af- 
ternoons a week working out at the 
gymnastic club’s gym in the LaSalle build- 
ing in Lawrence. Every Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday — and sometimes Thursday 
— he “‘stretches out’ to warm up, then goes 
through his paces on the mat, parallel bars, 
pummel horse, high bar, rings, and vault. 

He won’t admit to having a favorite 
event, but offers that floor exercises are 
‘‘what I’m best at.’’ While his coach, Scott 
MacDonald of Methuen, watches carefully, 
Jason moves through a series of floor exer- 
cises in the cool, dimly-lit gym. Music can 
be heard in the background. 

Dressed in a red t-shirt and warm-up 
pants, he pushes up into a handstand, turns 
around on his hands, spreads his legs into a 
V, then slowly brings his legs to the floor 
and sits down in one smooth movement. He 
does back walkovers, front walkovers, 
handstands from a sitting position, handspr- 
ings from a running start — all again and 
again, across the mats and back. He looks 
agile and graceful. 

‘‘Most people probably think it’s going to 
be easy,’’ he says of his sport, which does 
indeed look effortless when practiced by a 
talented gymnast. ‘‘But it’s really going to 
be hard. You’re going to have to work — 
there’s a lot of conditioning — and try!” 

Building up strength is the hardest part, 
Jason says — along with conquering the 
fear of trying a new move for the first time. 
‘“You get very scared. Like on the ‘giant’ — 
that’s a handstand on the high bar, then you 
swing around. But you get used to it.” 

How long it takes to leave the fear on the 
ground “depends on the move and how 
much you work on it,”’ he explains, ‘‘And if 
you G)n’'t work on it for a while,” he warns, 
‘‘you can lose it.”

the gymnastics club, and happy that Jason 
has found an outlet for his athletic energies. 
Jason is grateful for his coach, who has 
helped him ‘‘a lot. Sometimes he has to be a 
little strict to get you going,’’ he confides. 

Jason’s young coach says a would-be 
gymnast needs to be strong and flexible, 
“but the first thing you look for is if they 
want to work. Flexibility and muscle condi- 
tion are important, but they have to have 
the desire. You can’t expect to be good 
unless you work for it.”’ 


Coach MacDonald tries to vary his prac- 
tice sessions by adding new moves ‘“‘to 
make it interesting,’’ but there’s no avoid- 
ing ‘‘the basics,’’ moves that have to be 
perfected by practice — over and over 
again. 

‘‘That’s where a lot of kids lose interest,”’ 
he says. ‘‘It takes a long time to get good. 
Jason does well because he works hard and 
he really enjoys it. He’s a great kid, too. He 
gets along with everyone.” 

And, MacDonald adds, the bubbly Jason

is also“‘a little ham. He loves to perform. 
But that’s good — it’s usually the hams who 
do well when they’re competing.” 

Jason is the youngest of nine children (the 
oldest is 29), with seven brothers afid one 
sister. (Brother John recently ran in the 
Democratic primary for state representa- 
tive.) Almost all are athletically inclined, 
but only one brother, Jeffrey, ever tried 
gymnastics, Jason says. 

His favorite subject at school: ‘“‘“Gym!"’

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Andover High Students Display 
Maturity At Model UN Session

Last Monday, they were honing up on procedure 
and handling issues.

Holiday Crime Warning 
Issued By Bank Group 


The Security and Loss Prevention Committee of 
the Massachusetts Bankers Association warned 
bank customers, elderly persons and the general 
public to be especially careful and vigilant about 
the types of swindles, schemes, con games and 
other related crimes which increase dramatically 
during the holiday season. While such crimes are 
reported throughout the year, they seem to rise 
noticeably during the holiday season for several 
reasons: there is a heavier turnover of cash, great- 
er use of checks and credit cards, more people in 
stores and on the streets, a tendency towards care- 
lessness by many shoppers, and a higher concentra- 
tion of senior citizens in public areas—all attractive 
elements to the con man or thief. Inez Moore, 
chairwoman of the Security and Loss Prevention 
Committee, noted consumer beware: when those 
checks or credit cards are stolen, report it. 

Notify the banks immediately when your checks 
or credit cards are stolen. 

Most large banks have 24-hour hot lines to report 
lost or stolen credit cards. 

Protect your cancelled checks, credit cards and 
debit cards; never leave them in your office or the 
glove compartment of your car. 

When checks. are stolen, they are normally taken 
from the middle or back of the checkbook. 

Store your blank checks in a safe place. Destroy 
blank checks that will not be used. 

Be cautious when writing checks or making de- 
posits. Never expose your bank balance or account 
number to strangers. 

Immediately reconcile your bank statement. 
Make sure that no checks have been altered and 
that they all bear your signature and the correct 
amount. Notify the bank immediately of any of 
these discrepancies. 

Notify the bank if you change your address or if 
your bank statement or new checks are late in 
arriving through the mail. There is always the 
possibility they have been stolen. 

When you make an error on a check or deposit 
slip, before discarding it, tear it in half. People can 
still access your account number by rummaging 
through waste baskets. 

The law does not hold the bank responsible for the 
careless customer. 

When you apply for an automatic teller machine 
card, you generally select a personal identification 
code number known only to you. It is the policy of 
all banks never to telephone and ask for this num- 
ber. Your personal identification code number 
should never be given out or written on the card. It 
is a number that is known only to the card holder. 
For security and protection, keep the number to 
yourself and enjoy the newest convenience in bank-

ing. If your card has been lost or stolen, contact 
your bank immediately. 

The most common swindle is the Pigeon Drop. 
The first con approaches the mark or victim, eng- 
aging him in idle conversation. The second rushes 
up, excited over having just found an envelope 
containing a large amount of cash. Also in the 
envelope is a note stating the money is a pay-off on 
a big drug deal. After debating whether to return 
the money, the con calls a friend who is an ‘attor- 
ney’ for advice. __ 

Since the money was obtained illegally, the ‘at- 
torney’ sees no reason why they should not keep it. 
He suggests, however, they wait a few days while 
he checks to see if the police are investigating. 

The con then suggests that as an act of good faith 
each of the three put up $5,000. It is agreed and the 
three split up, meeting again later with their money 
and drive to the lawyer’s office. 

One con takes the money inside and, after killing 
some time in the lobby, returns to say the lawyer 
wishes to speak with each of them individually. The 
mark is sent in and while he searches for the non- 
existent office, he slowly realizes he will never see 
his money or his ‘partners’ again. 

How to avoid this swindle: 

Never expect something for nothing. 

Do not escort strangers to your bank. 

Do not turn money over to strangers who promise 
a substantial gain at a minimal risk. Very few

After judging that it is a vicious dog, the 
selectmen have ordered a Lovejoy Road 
Doberman destroyed, and have ordered a 
second dog impounded until outstanding 
fines for leash law and licensing violations 
totaling $290 have been paid. 

The board Monday night voted four-zero, 
with William Dalton abstaining, to order a 
Doberman belonging to Richard O’Connell 
of Lovejoy Road ‘‘humanely eusthanized”’ 
at the end of a ten-day appeal period. They 
also ordered a German Shepard belonging 
to O’Connell impounded until outstanding 
fines have been paid. 

The O’Connell dogs were charged with 
attacking and killing a neighbor’s miniature 
beagle last month. During a public hearing 
last week, Charles Poor of Landau Lane 
told the selectmen his beagle was unleashed 
and playing with one of his children in front 
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of the Garland home on Landau Lane at the 
time of the attack. 

Last week the selectmen ordered the two 
dogs impounded until they decided on fur- 
ther action. Monday night, however, the 
dogs’ owner indicated that he had taken 
them out of town. O’Connell added that the 
selectmen must have a court order for the 
impounding, calling for ‘‘due process’’ of 
law. 

O’Connell called the selectmen’s action 
“unconstitutional. You are not the law,”’ he 
told the board. ‘‘We shall have due proc- 
ess.” 

As the hearing continued Monday night, 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony read a 
letter from James Garland, who said he 
witnessed the attack at about 3:30 p.m. 
Nov. 18. He wrote that the dogs were ‘“‘un-

Channel Awarded 
Contract To Begin 
Reuse Work

An Andover firm may have the inside 
track on the East Junior High reuse project 
recently approved by special town meeting, 
the town manager indicated Monday night. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony asked 
the selectmen for authorization to enter 
into a temporary contract with Channel 
Building of Andover to heat the two junior 
high school wings and begin some interior 
work. 

The board obliged with a four-zero vote 
giving Mahony that authorization, with Wil- 
liam Dalton abstaining. 

Mahony explained that Peabody Con- 
struction of Braintree, contractor for And- 


over’s current school building project, is 
still in the running. He said there will be no 
final contract for completing the entire 
project until the developer has obtained 
financing. 

“If Channel does the (heating) work and 
can’t come up with the bond, we’re free to 
go somewhere else,”’ he told the board. And 
if the town decides not to choose Channel, 
he added, it will simply pay for the work 
completed. 

The manager said he would continue dis- 
cussing the project with both ‘‘very compe- 
tent builders’’ to obtain the greatest 
savings for the town.

Pediculosis 


Problem 


To Mr. Everett Penney, Director Of Public 
Health: 

As a mother of a child who has been sent 
home three times because of pediculosis, I 
was appalled to read the article in the 
Andover TOWNSMAN claiming that “‘local 
schools are currently experiencing no prob- 
lems with head lice.’’ Although I can not 
speak for the other schools, I can assure 
you that South School is experiencing a very 
serious problem. Numbers. have been sent 
home over the past three months. Also, as I 
understand it, pediculosis is particularly 
rampant this year both within this state and 
within neighboring states. ° 

The Board of Health’s new rule on re- 
admittance of the infested child is a good 
first step to controlling the problem, but it 
is very late in coming. Also, it places the 
burden and fnancial responsibility entirely 
on the parents while closing its eyes to the 
possibility that the common breeding 
ground for the infestation is the schools. 
Too often unknowledgeable parents asso- 
ciate head lice with uncleanliness and 
choose to ignore the problem. It would 
seem to me that while denying a problem 
within the schools, the Board of Health is 
doing the same thing. 

By vacuuming, spraying, washing bed- 
ding and clothes and spending over eight 
hours total picking nits out of my child’s 
hair, I feel I have shown responsibility 
towards the problem and have taken every 
precaution to avoid its reoccurence. But 
what good are my efforts when the schools 
have delayed admitting publicly to the 
problem? Parents should have been notified 
at the first sign of head lice, educated on its 
transmittance and asked to cooperate by 
checking their children at home. The 
schools should also have taken action im- 
mediately to disinfect the buildings in the 
event that the lice was entrapped within the 
rugs. In fact, the general appearance of the 
building is an embarrassment and with 
jackets and hats scattered about the corri- 
dors, the little critters are probably having 
a “‘hopping”’ good time. 

Yes, Mr. Penny, there is a problem in our 
schools and it is not only head lice, but 
communications. As I sit here gagging on 
the fumes of Lysol spray, listening to the

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Critical Imbalance, Safety 
Problems Noted In Report 


The reduction of female physical educa- 
tion instructors in Andover’s secondary-lev- 
el schools has created a ‘‘critical 
imbalance’ and led to “potential safety 
problems,”’ according to Athletic Director 
Richard Swift. 


In a physical education program report 
for the school committee, Swift noted Re- 
duction In Force (RIF) has eliminated four 
female staff positions. 


He explained, ‘‘Over the last few years, a 
critical imbalance has been created by the 
reduction of female physical education in- 
structors at the secondary level. With seven 
males and 3.4 females, female role models 


as well as duties such as lockerroom super- 
vision, etc. fall more heavily upon them.

‘Potential safety problems are arising 
due to the lack of female staff.’’ 

He told the school committee Tuesday 
night that the situation should be looked at 
“very, very carefully.” 

Swift's program report recognizes the 
success of physical education — for exam- 
ple. the program continues to develop stu- 
dents who score significantly above 
national norms in fitness and activity 
knowledge, and interscholastic teams con- 
tinue to have large student participation. 

Lack of female staff, however, is just one 
of many problems that face the physical 
education program. 

Besides a projected budget deficit situa- 
tion, Swift noted students at the new Doher- 
ty Junior High still attend physical 


- education classes at Phillips Academy. 


Schools Superintendent Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert noted it could take as long as March 
before students can use facilities in their 
own school. 

High student-teacher ratios, said Swift, 
have impacted physical education. 

Other problems mentioned in the pro- 
gram report include: 

INVENTORY of equipment is wearing 
out. 

SUPERVISION by the program advisor 
for physical education has been irregular 
because of increased duties related to inter- 
scholastic athletics, coordinating student 
physical exams, user fee implementation. 


HIGH SCHOOL storage area for physical 


education is unfinished and needed. 


CURRICULUM CONSISTENCY between 


the two junior high schools is a problem. 


Andover Structures Officially 
Listed In- National Register 


Three-hundred and fifty-nine additional 
Andover structures have been officially 
listed in the National Register of Historic 
Places, culminating a three-year project by 
the Andover Historical Commission. 

These National Register designations 
were made under a new Multiple Resource 
program, ‘which studies community ar- 
chitecture as it relates to local history. 

“TI would describe the project as summa- 
rizing the history of Andover as seen 
through its architecture,’’ explained 
Marsha Rooney, of the Andover Historical 


Commission, project director for the sur- 
vey and nomination. 


She said the new listings will give the 
commission a focus on which to concen- 
trate preservation efforts. Rooney noted 
Andover residents live here because of the 
quality of life in this town, and residents 
should take pride in having these new struc- 
tures placed in the National Register. 

Most of the 359 structures are concen- 
trated in six districts — Academy, Village 
Industrial, Ballardvale, Central Street

Main Street/Locke Street, West Parish 
Center. Each district played a significant 
role in Andover’s growth or economy, and 
the character of each district as a whole is 
as equally significant as the individual 
buildings within the districts 

Forty-two separate structures, outside of 
the six districts, were also considered note- 
worthy for their occupants or architecture 
and have also been listed in the National 
Register. 

Under Rooney’s supervision, preserva- 
tion planner Wendy Frontiero was con- 
tracted in 1980. A Preservation Plan for the 
town and then the National Register Mul- 
tiple Resource Nomination were prepared. 
The nomination form included structural 
information, property owner lists and sum- 
maries of Andover’s historical and ar- 
chitectural development from the 1640’s to 
the present 

Project funding came from a Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission grant, a spe- 
cial town article, volunteer hours and office 
space given by the Andover Historical Com-

mission. The 359 structures were officially 
listed in the National Register on Oct. 7, 
1982. 

Andover now has 636 properties in the 
National Register. The Benjamin Abbot 
house, 9 Andover St., was named in 1975. 
The Shawsheen Village district (276 struc- 
tures) was listed in 1979. 

Listing in the Register signifies that an 
area or structure is important to the history 
of the community, state or nation; gives 
owners of income-producing properties cer- 
tain federal tax incentives for renovation 
and disincentives for demolition; provides 
limited protection from adverse affects by 
federally-involved projects. 

Copies of the 1976 Historic Structures 
Survey (15 loose-leaf volumes) and the 1980 
National Register Nomination and Preser- 
vation Plan (one volume) are on library 
shelves of the Andover Historical Society, 
Memorial Hall Library, Phillips Academy’s 
Oliver Wendell Holmes Library and the 
Andover Department of Community Devel- 
opment and Planning

questionably’’ the Doberman and German 
Shepard belonging to the O’Connells. 

But O’Connell, who did not attend the 
hearing last week, said there was no evi- 
dence that his Doberman attacked the bea- 
gle. ‘I’m not sure whether my dog was 
involved one way or the other,’’ he said. He 
added that last weekend neighbors mistook 
a Doberman running around the neighbor- 
hood for his dog, while his dog was in a 
kennel out of town. 

Responding to points made during last 
week’s hearing, O’Connell told the board his 
dogs have had rabies shots and are ‘‘in the 
main’’ kept leashed. 

And he read a series of letters from 
neighbors maintaining that the dogs are not 
dangerous to neighborhood children. ‘‘I am 
not a man who would allow my dogs to be a 
menace,”’ he told the board. 

O’Connell’s son Barry added that the dogs 
“do not run rampant through the streets. 
They do not roam. And they do not go 
around attacking other dogs.”’ 

Dog Officer Scott McClory said O’Connell 
has been cited four times for not licensing 
the dogs and eight times for leash law

Mahony reported that the state legis- 
lature has approved a special bill allowing 
the town to sell the wings to a developer 
who would renovate them to the town’s 
specifications, lease the wings for 15 years, 
and then buy them back. That plan was 
approved by special town meeting last 
month. 

However, the governor had not yet signed 
the legislation, the manager said. 

Town officials believe the sell-and-repur- 
chase plan will save Andover at least a half- 
million and up to $1 million, because a 
private developer can take advantage of tax 
credits not available to the town

renovated Doherty Junior High, the two 
wings will house all town and school depart- 
ment administrative offices when the reno- 
vations are accomplished. 


McClory said a court hearing on six of 
those counts was scheduled for today.

“This is definitely something that has to 
be dealt with,’’ Irving Willis of Porter Road 
told the board, explaining that large dogs 
recently attacked his poodles on his prop- 
erty. “‘We have a problem, and it has to be 
solved.”’

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Favor Administrative Guidelines 
Instead Of A Fundraising Policy

The school committee Tuesday night 
balked at setting a new policy for student 
fundraising activities, maintaining sug- 
gested guidelines could be handled adminis- 
tratively. 

Chairman Richard Neal said the time 
was not ‘‘appropriate’’ for the committee to 
act on a fundraising policy. He said the new 
budget process is about to begin, and if 
budget needs are to be fulfilled, the com- 
mittee has in some ways encouraged fund- 
raisers. 

He added that many fundraisers have 
already been held, and he did not want other 
groups with planned events to lose out. 

Earlier in the month, Schools Superinten- 
dent Dr. Kenneth Seifert told the commit- 
tee, ‘We have fundraisers all over the 
place,”’ and he said principals have sug- 
gested student fundraising has gotten out of 
hand. 

Neal said Tuesday ‘he was concerned 
about the number of school fundraisers, but 
the current policy should remain. Sugges- 
tions, however, could be made to school 
principals when they make decisions on 
fundraiser guidelines, according to Neal. 

The chairman explained that some of the 
superintendent’s suggested guidelines, 
which Seifert submitted at the last meeting, 
might be appropriate. Neal mentioned, for 
example, the idea that those raising money 
should exhaust the resources of the school 
population first. 

Schoolman Donald Robb maintained the 
committee should wait on making policy 
changes regarding fundraisers. He said 
PTO’s should be allowed to take part in the 


raiser. 

ACTIVITIES which have related learning 
experience for students are preferred. 

A LOG should be kept to keep track of all 
fundraising activity. 

FINANCIAL ACCOUNTING must be 
maintained.

Mahony said he .asked the company to 
study the feasibility of three other ap- 
proaches: running the line along Tantallon 
Road across the river; running it along 
York Street; and running it underground. 
The solution will depend on the cost, he 
explained. 

During a public hearing last month, Rive- 
rina Road neighbors objected to cutting 
down the trees because it would change the 
appearance of the Shawsheen Village 
Street. Most of the trees are 60 years old, 
and some are as large as 24 inches around. 
Town officials say the American Woolen 
Company probably planted most of them 
when Shawsheen Village was created as a 
company community. 

But Mahony said this week the trees may 
have to come down “‘as a last resort.” He 
suggested that they could be replaced with 
smaller “flowering trees” that would not 
interfere with the new power line. 


“These trees are not in the best condi- 


tion,’ the manager added. “‘They are not 
young trees.” 

The final decision to cut down the trees, 
however, rests with the selectmen; they 
will wait for the manager’s final report. 
And although they offered little comment 
Monday, the board hinted at some reluc- 
tance to part with the Shawsheen trees. 

“‘T hate to lose trees down there,’’ Select- 
man Donn Byrne said, and Gerald Silver- 
man agreed.

When the budget process begins, the 
school committee will start with the least 
flexible accounts, then work its way to 
expense accounts, and finally staff salaries.
